DISTRICT  COUNCIL. — 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Condition  of  your  District  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1925. 

In  Circular  648  the  Ministry  request  that  this  year  the 
Report  shall  be  also  in  the  nature  of  a Survey  dealing  with  the 
measure  of  progress  made  during  the  preceding  five  years,  1921 
to  1925,  both  inclusive,  and  giving  the  extent  and  character  of 
the  changes  made  during  that  period  in  the  Public  Health 
Services,  and  stating  any  further  action  of  importance  in  the 
organization  or  development  of  Public  Health  Services 
contemplated  by  the  Local  Authority. 
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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 
OF  THE  AREA. 

Many  years  ago  the  Vicar  of  a neighbouring  village  told 
me  that  Hoyland  always  reminded  him  of  the  “ City  on  the 
Hill.”  We  certainly  have  the  hill,  but  hitherto  I have  not 
observed  any  signs  of  a city.  In  fact  Hoyland  has  developed 
into  an  enlarged  colliery  village  or  villages  with  many  of  the 
disadvantages  of  the  country  and  few  of  its  advantages,  and 
many  disadvantages  of  a town  with  precious  few  of  its 
advantages. 

The  Area  is  situated  in  the  Southern  division  of  the  West 
Riding  of  Yorkshire,  containing  2,086,  581  acres.  It  is  bounded 
on  the  North  by  the  Urban  District  of  Worsborough  ; on  the 
East  by  the  Urban  District  of  Wombwell ; on  the  South  by  the 
Brampton  Bierlow  and  Wentworth  Parishes  of  the  Rotherham 
Rural  District;  and  on  the  West  by  Tankersley  Parish  of  the 
Wortley  Rural  District. 

The  general  configuration  is  hilly,  the  maximum  altitude 
reached  being  600  feet  at  the  Law  Stand,  which  is  only  50  feet 
less  than  the  highest  point  in  the  Barnsley  Union.  From  this 
high  point  the  land  falls  sharply  to  the  North,  until  at 
Shortwood,  a little  above  the  beck,  the  contour  line  shows  only 
800  feet  above  sea  level.  It  falls  again  to  the  West,  but  more 
gradually,  so  that  at  Hoyland  Common  nearly  all  the  houses 
are  on  the  500  feet  level.  Towards  the  South  it  slopes  gradually 
down  to  Nether  Hoyland,  a longer  distance  than  to  Hoyland 
Common,  where  the  majority  of  the  houses  are  situated  between 
the  450  and  400  feet  contour  lines,  and  then  the  slope  continues 
further  to  Elsecar,  the  highest  point  there  being  350  feet  and 
then  dropping  down  to  something  just  under  200  feet. 

The  surface  soil  generally  is  somewhat  impervious  with  a 
clay  sub-soil,  while  underlying  parts  of  the  Hoyland  Common 
and  St.  Peter’s  Wards  are  the  remains  of  beds  of  valuable 
ironstone,  found  as  iron  pyrites  and  carbonate  of  iron,  which 
were  formerly  worked. 
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We  are  over  the  extreme  edge  of  the  valuable  “ Barnsley 
Bed”  of  coal,  which  unfortunately  has  almost  all  been  worked 
out.  There  are  other  valuable  seams  of  coal  which  are  now 
being  vigorously  worked,  and  in  consequence  of  which  some  of 
our  buildings  and  land  are  damaged  by  subsidence  and  our  wells* 
dried  up. 

We  have  only  one  sheet  of  water,  the  Elsecar  Reservoir,  » 
which  is  formed  by  damming  the  Harley  Dike  in  order  to  fill 
the  Elsecar  Branch  of  the  Dearne  and  Dove  Canal.  The 
Shortwood  Dike,  on  the  other  boundary  of  the  district,  divides 
us  from  Worsborough  and  eventually  finds  its  way  into  the 
River  Dove. 

The  population  consists  almost  entirely  of  the  working 
classes,  who  find  employment  in  the  collieries  carried  on  in  the 
district  and  those  worked  in  the  surrounding  neighbourhood. 

We  have  also  several  foundries  and  brickworks,  but  no  mills  of 
any  description. 

Agriculture  is  carried  on  throughout  the  district,  the  land 
being  divided  into  many  small  holdings,  the  larger  consisting  of 
farms  of  60  to  80  acres,  with  only  one  or  two,  if  any,  of  larger 
extent,  and  the  others  of  10  to  25  acres.  All  the  farmers,  both 
large  and  small,  keep  milch  cows  and  make  the  production  of 
milk  their  chief  aim,  no  one  either  growing  corn  or  feeding 
cattle  as  their  principal  means  of  livelihood  but  only  as  an 
adjunct  to  their  dairying.  In  nearly  all  cases  the  farmers  are 
their  own  purveyors,  hawking  the  milk  through  the  populous 
parts  of  the  district. 

The  population  is  chiefly  concentrated  at  Hoyland  Common, 
Hoyland  Nether  and  Elsecar,  each  of  them  with  over  4000 
inhabitants,  and  in  a smaller  degree  at  Platts  Common  where 
we  have  about  1000  people. 

Until  May  1st,  1891,  the  district  was  governed  by  a 
Highway  Board  elected  under  5 and  6 William  IV.,  chap.  50, 
and  a Parochial  Committee  appointed  by  the  Barnsley  Rural 
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Sanitary  Authority  and  which,  for  the  sake  of  convenience, 
usually  consisted  of  the  members  of  the  Highway  Board.  On 
the  first  of  May,  1891,  a Local  Board  was  formed  and  the 
district  divided  into  four  Wards,  viz.  : Hoyland,  Hoyland 
Common,  Elsecar  and  St.  Peter’s  ; to  be  followed  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Local  Government  Act  of  1894  by  an  Urban 
District  Council.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  number  of  deaths  actually  registered  in  our  district 
during  the  year,  without  any  correction,  was  147 — Males  80, 
Females  67.  From  this  number  three  deaths  of  non-residents 
were  deducted,  and  24  deaths  of  our  residents  who  died  in 
various  hospitals  and  institutions  outside  the  district  were 
added,  making  our  nett  deaths  168,  or  a decrease  of  20  compared 
with  the  previous  year.

Causes  of  Death  in  the  Five  Years  1921  — 1925. 
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You  will  observe  from  the  foregoing  details  of  the  causes  of 
death  that  last  year  was  one  of  our  most  favourable  years.  We 
had  the  lowest  death-rate  ever  recorded,  this  being  a fraction 
less  than  that  recorded  for  the  year  1922,  which  was  previously 
our  most  favourable  year.  Our  total  of  deaths  was  168,  or  only 
an  increase  of  5 over  the  year  1922,  although  our  estimated 
increase  of  population  was  more  than  a thousand  over  the  1921 
Census. 


It  will  be  seen  that  we  had  only  one  death  due  to  Enteric 
Fever  and  one  to  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  five  years.  Our 
deaths  from  the  Respiratory  Diseases  are  always  large, 
Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  accounting 
for  over  230  in  this  period.  Heart  Disease  and  Cerebral 
Haemorrhage  together  with  Cancer  are  also  in  considerable 
numbers,  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  Heart  Disease  being 
much  larger  than  I had  thought  was  the  case,  the  number  of 
deaths  of  females  being  in  excess,  proving,  I think,  that  athletics 
and  hard  manual  labour  are  not  the  principal  causes.  We  had 
an  average  of  two  Suicides  a year  ; and  other  deaths  from 
violence,  colliery  accidents  mostly,  averaging  practically  six  a 
year.  Measles  comes  in  cycles  and  is  very  quickly  epidemic,  as 
this  disease  is  still  treated  by  many  mothers  with  indifference, 
and  in  consequence  Chest  Complaints  in  many  cases  rapidly 
prove  fatal.  Whooping  Cough  and  Influenza  are,  like  the  poor, 
always  with  us,  in  varying  degrees  of  severity  and  numbers. 
Our  deaths  from  Diphtheria  have  averaged  virtually  9 per  cent, 
of  cases  notified.  Encephalitis  Lethargica  is  a most  mysterious 
disease,  none  knowing  whence  it  comes  nor  whence  it  goes.  Out 
of  the  seven  cases  notified,  five  proved  fatal. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 

Hospitals  provided  or  subsidized  by  the  Local  Authority

2.  — Maternity.  No  Hospital  is  provided  for  Maternity  or 
Children,  but  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  County 
Council  for  Maternity  cases  with  the  Jessop  Hospital  for 
Women,  at  Sheffield,  on  terms,  for  admission  of  cases  from 
this  district. 

8. — Fever.  The  Kendray  Fever  Hospital,  situated  in  the 
County  Borough  of  Barnsley,  is  maintained  jointly  by  the 
Barnsley  Corporation,  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Barnsley, 
and  all  the  neighbouring  eight  Urban  District  Councils,  of 
which  we  are  one,  for  the  treatment  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  and  where  necessary  Measles  and 
Epidemic  Encephalitis. 
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4. — Small-Pox.  The  Hospital  at  Lund  Wood  is  provided 
and  maintained  similarly  to  the  Kendray  Fever  Hospital. 

None  of  the  Hospitals  are  situated  in  our  area,  but  as 
indicated  the  Fever  and  Small-Pox  Hospitals  are  supported 
partly  by  this  Council.  The  number  of  beds  at  Kendray 
Hospital,  84,  is  insufficient  to  provide  adequate  accommodation 
for  a combined  population  of  155,000,  and  it  is  contemplated  to 
erect  a new  cubicle  block  to  contain  24  beds  when  times  permit. 

There  is  not  any  Institutional  provision  for  Unmarried 
Mothers,  Illegitimate  Infants  and  Homeless  Children  in  the 
area. 

Ambulance  facilities.  (a)  For  infectious  cases.  Two 
ambulances  are  provided  and  maintained  by  the  aforementioned 
ten  contributories. 

(b)  For  non-infectious  cases  and  accident  cases.  The 
Joint  Hospital  Scheme  at  Sheffield  provides  ambulances,  and 
the  authorities  of  the  Beckett  Hospital,  Barnsley,  provide 
ambulance  facilities  in  certain  cases.  In  addition,  each  colliery 
in  the  district  provides  an  ambulance  for  their  cases  of  accident, 
and  these  may,  in  an  emergency,  be  borrowed.

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There  are  not  any  Day  Nurseries  in  the  district.

The  Sanitary  Inspector  possesses  the  Certificate  of  the 
Royal  Sanitary  Institute  for  Inspector  of  Nuisances  and  as 
Meat  Inspector  The  other  public  office  held  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  is  Hackney  Carriage  Inspector. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  General.  This  is  not  provided  by  the  County  Council 
or  the  Sanitary  Authority,  but  by  the  Hoyland  Nursing 
Association,  financed  by  voluntary  contributors,  who  provide 
and  maintain  two  fully-trained  Nurses,  whose  unfailing  and 
skilful  attention  are  very  much  appreciated  by  all  the  residents. 
They  are  not  allowed  to  attend  either  Maternity  or  Infectious 
cases  any  further  than  Acute  Pneumonia  and  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum.  It  cannot  be  too  widely  known  that  any  resident 
is  at  liberty  to  send  for  the  Nurse  in  charge  of  their  district, 
whether  they  are  members  of  the  Association  or  not,  but  in  no 
case  must  they  be  summoned  to  either  a Maternity  or  Infectious 
case. 

(b)  For  Infectious  Diseases.  There  is  no  regular  Nurse 
provided  for  these  cases,  but  should  we  have  a severe  epidemic 
of  Measles  assistance  would  be  readily  rendered  by  the  County 
Council. 

Midwives.  The  Council  neither  employ  nor  subsidize  any 
Midwife.  There  are  three  Midwives  resident  in  our  area,  and 
three  or  four  Midwives  residing  in  neighbouring  areas  who  all 
practise  in  our  district.  In  addition,  similarly  to  other  districts, 
we  have  several  untrained  professional  handy-women  who  are 
present  at  many  maternity  cases.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water.  I can  only  repeat  what  I mentioned  in  my  last 
Report,  viz. : that  our  supply  of  water  is  neither  adequate  nor 
constant.  This  is  an  old  story,  in  fact  a “hardy  annual,”  and 
has  been  the  same  for  thirty  years  or  more.  In  fact  things  got 
so  serious  in  1899  that  the  Council  wrote  to  the  Local 
Government  Board  asking  them  to  issue  an  order  directing  the 
Dearne  Valley  Waterworks  Company  to  keep  on  the  wTater  under 
pressure,  as  they  had  power  to  do  so  under  Clause  34  of  the 
Dearne  Valley  Water  Company's  Act,  48  and  44  Viet.  ch.  CXVI. 

The  representations  of  the  Council  met  with  a favourable 
response  and  an  inquiry  was  held  during  the  month  of  March, 
1900,  by  their  Inspector,  E.  A.  Sandford,  Esq.  Our  case  was 
ably  managed  by  our  Clerk,  Colonel  Raley,  and  the  case  for  the 
Water  Company  was  in  the  hands  of  the  late  Colonel  Hewitt 
assisted  by  the  late  Colonel  T.  VV.  H.  Mitchell,  their  Engineer, 
and  the  late  Mr.  John  Robinson,  their  Secretary. 
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In  the  end,  after  promises  by  the  Water  Company,  the 
Local  Government  Board  wrote  as  follows.  “ The  Board  are 
satisfied  from  their  Inspector’s  Report  that  the  supply  of  water 
afforded  by  the  Company  within  the  Urban  District  of  Hoyland 
Nether  has  been  very  inadequate  during  certain  times  of  the 
year ; but  having  regard  to  all  circumstances  of  the  case,  and 
particularly  in  view  of  an  undertaking  given  by  the  Company 
on  the  4th  April  last  to  take  all  such  steps  as  are  necessary  and 
advisable  in  order  to  ensure  within  twelve  months  from  that 
date  a continuous  supply  of  water  to  all  the  districts  supplied  by 
the  Company,  the  Board  have  decided  to  postpone  for  the  above 
period  the  further  consideration  of  the  question  of  issuing  an 
Order  under  Section  34  of  the  Company’s  Act.” 

Nothing  to  improve  matters  was  apparently  done  by  the 
Water  Company,  so  when  in  November  1900  the  Dearne  Valley 
Water  Company  published  an  application  to  Parliament 
(through  the  Board  of  Trade)  for  powers  to  make  a large 
increase  in  their  capital,  the  Council  promptly  seized  the 
opportunity  of  again  drawing  the  attention  of  the  higher  power 
to  the  grave  inconvenience  which  the  inhabitants  suffered  owing 
to  the  insufficient  supply.  In  consequence  of  the  action  of  our 
Council,  the  Board  of  Trade  called  a conference  of  the  various 
parties,  and  Messrs.  Durnford,  Lazenby  and  Kenworthy,  with 
the  Clerk,  were  selected  to  present  our  case.  The  conference 
took  place  in  London  on  March  13th,  1901,  when  Sir  Thomas 
Bloomfield  received  our  representations  and  those  of  the  Dearne 
Valley  Water  Company  and  the  Hems  worth  Rural  District 
Council.  He  intimated  that  the  Board  would  require  from  the 
Water  Company,  as  a condition  of  the  authorization  of  an 
increase  in  their  capital,  an  undertaking  that  they  would  provide 
a constant  supply  under  pressure  within  twelve  months. 

The  effect  of  this  intimation  was  promptly  made  apparent 
by  the  receipt  of  a request  from  the  Dearne  Valley  Water 
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I 

Company  for  an  interview  with  the  representatives  of  the 
Council  at  which  Mr.  Marsh,  the  Water  Engineer  of  the 
Sheffield  City  Council,  would  be  present.  This  interview  took 
place  at  Barnsley  on  March  26th,  1901,  and  eventually  terms 
were  satisfactorily  arranged — the  Council  to  give  the  Company 
twelve  months  in  which  to  join  up  with  Sheffield  mains  at 
Potter  Hill  and  then  deliver  the  Sheffield  water  at  Allott's 
Corner,  Hoyland  Common. 

I mention  these  matters  in  order  that  the  people  of  our 
district  may  know  that  efforts  to  obtain  an  adequate  and 
constant  supply  of  pure  water  were  not  wanting  in  the  past. 

The  Dearne  Valley  Water  Company  was  incorporated  by 
the  Dearne  Valley  Water  Act  which  received  Royal  Assent  on 
the  2nd  August,  1880.  Previous  to  that  we  had  not  had  any 
public  supply  of  water  for  the  district,  bat  were  dependant  on 
private  wells  scattered  throughout  the  district. 

As  I have  mentioned,  it  was  soon  evident  that  the  supply 
of  water  at  the  Broomhill  pumping  station  was  not  sufficient, 
and  hence  the  trouble.  Things  went  on  fairly  smoothly  after 
1901  until  the  war  years,  when  in  1919  negotiations  were 
opened  for  the  purchase  of  the  Water  Company’s  undertaking 
by  a Board  to  be  formed  of  representatives  of  the  various  Urban 
District  Councils  concerned,  viz.  : Bolton-on-Dearne,  Darfield, 
and  Hoyland,  who  were  joined  later  by  Wombwell. 

This  Water  Board,  known  as  the  Dearne  Valley  Water 
Board,  was  constituted  by  Act  of  Parliament  10  and  11  George 
V.,  session  1920,  and  at  present  consists  of  sixteen  members 
apportioned  as  follows,  viz.  : Wombwell  5,  Bolton-on-Dearne  3, 
Hoyland  Nether  8,  Darfield  2,  with  one  representative  each  for 
Great  Houghton  and  Little  Houghton  in  the  Hemsworth  Rural 
District,  and  the  Parish  of  Billingley  in  the  Barnsley  Rural 
District ; these  different  districts  constituting  the  area  of  supply. 
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The  estimated  population  supplied  by  the  Board  is  63,000, 
requiring  over  a million  gallons  per  day.  In  our  district  3,337 
houses  derive  their  supply  from  the  Dearne  Valley  Water 
Board,  10  from  wells,  12  from  Sheffield  and  1 from  Ingbirchworth. 
The  capital  expenditure  since  the  formation  of  the  Water  Board 
to  the  year  ended  March  31st  of  this  year  amounts  to  £69,296. 
The  principal  items  comprised  in  this  sum  are  as  follows,  viz —

the 

members  have  been  strenuously  and  constantly  trying  to  find 
water  and  we  now  hope  that  their  efforts  will  very  shortly  be 
crowned  with  success.  They  have  made  an  agreement  with  the 
Sheffield  City  Council  to  be  supplied  with  500,000  gallons  per 
day.  This  necessitates  the  laying  of  a 12-inch  main  from 
Thorpe  Hesley  to  Jump,  and  then  further  to  the  Works  at 
Broomhill.  When  this  is  accomplished,  and  the  water  turned 
on,  surely  we  may  hope  that  our  immediate  necessity  will  be 
provided  for.  All  this  costs  money,  and  so  this  main  and  the 
electrification  of  the  plant  at  Broomhill  will  absorb  another 
£30,000,  thus  bringing  the  capital  expenditure  in  the  region  of 
£100,000. 
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Rivers  and  Streams.  We  have  no  rivers  in  our  district, 
and  only  two  streams — the  Harley  Dike  and  the  Shortwood 
Dike,  the  former  dividing  our  district  on  the  South  from  the 
Rotherham  Rural  District  and  the  latter  on  the  North  dividing 
us  from  the  Worsborough  Urban  District.  The  only  pollution 
is  from  coal  washing  at  Shortwood. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  arrangements  for  the 
drainage  and  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  of  the  district  are 
satisfactory,  with  the  exception  of  the  Upper  Hoyland  portion 
of  our  area.  This  has  not  yet  been  satisfactorily  sewered,  as  it 
would,  I believe,  necessitate  some  small  disposal  works  at  that 
side  owing  to  the  inability  to  get  the  sewage  to  our  Elsecar 
works.  The  following  notes  have  been  kindly  furnished  by  our 
Surveyor— Mr.  J.  R.  Shepherd. 

Sewerage.  During  the  years  1921  and  1922  there  was 
nothing  to  report.  In  1923  the  extension  to  the  West  Street 
Sewer  was  carried  out  at  a cost  of  £153.  Platts  Common  Sewer 
Scheme  for  laying  a new  sewer  to  take  the  place  of  the  existing 
one  which  had  suffered  from  subsidence  ; this  was  approved  by 
the  Council  and  in  1924  the  public  enquiry  was  held.  In 
November  the  work  was  commenced  and  despite  very  bad 
weather  and  other  setbacks  the  work  was  completed  in  1925  at 
under  the  estimated  cost  of  £2,400. 

Daring  this  year  extensions  were  made  to  the  Sewer  in 
Armroyd,  owing  to  the  building  activities  in  that  district. 

At  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  slight  alterations  were  made 
to  utilize  two  existing  humus  sludge  beds  for  ordinary  sludge 
and  at  the  same  time  an  enlargement  to  them  was  effected.  The 
difficulty  of  cleaning  the  scum  off  the  humus  tanks  was  overcome 
by  erecting  a staging  and  facilitated  the  better  working  of  the 
tanks.  Two  stormwater  overflows,  i.e. — that  at  the  bottom  of 
St.  Helen’s  Street  Sewer  and  the  one  near  the  Works,  were 
'reconstructed  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Inspector  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  were  included  in  the  Platts  Common  Sewer. 
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Smoke  Abatement.  No  action  lias  been  taken  by  the 
Council  with  a view  to  the  Abatement  of  Nuisance  from  Smoke. 
One  cannot  help  thinking  that  if  more  care  were  taken  in  the 
firing  of  many  of  our  colliery  boilers  less  smoke  might  be 
emitted.  The  most  objectionable  is  the  dense  yellow  smoke 
thrown  out  at  certain  times  of  the  day  by  the  bye-product 
plants.  This  is  most  irritating  and  I feel  sure  must  be 
detrimental  to  health. 

Schools.  There  are  none  but  Public  Elementary  Schools 
in  the  district  and  these  are  regularly  visited  and  note  taken  of 
their  sanitary  condition  and  water  supply.  None  of  the  schools 
were  closed  in  consequence  of  the  prevalence  of  any  infectious 
disease,  and  all  are  disinfected  both  during  the  summer  and 
winter  vacations. 

We  have  in  the  Council  Schools  at  Hoyland  Common, 
Hoyland  and  Elsecar,  accommodation  for  2,193  scholars  ; 1,939 
on  the  registers,  and  an  average  attendance  of  1,740. 

In  the  Non-Provided  Schools  there  is  accommodation  for 
1,234  ; they  having  1,063  on  the  registers,  and  an  average 
attendance  of  956. 

From  these  figures  the  totals  are  as  follows,  viz. :

The  surplus  of  accommodation  is  principally  at  Hoyland 
Common,  St.  Peter’s  and  the  Hoyland  Council  Girls’  having  on 
the  other  hand  a larger  number  on  their  registers  than  the 
accommodation.  The  Medical  Inspection  of  the  School 
Children  is  carried  out  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  and 
in  addition  cases  of  children  who  are  discovered  to  be  ill  or 
suffering  from  some  abnormality  are  sent  by  the  teachers  to  the 
School  Clinic  presided  over  weekly  by  the  Medical  Officer  in 
charge  of  the  Maternity  and  Child- Welfare  Clinic. 
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SANIT4RY  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  following  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Administration  of 
the  district  has  been  contributed  by  my  colleague,  Mr.  S.  Skitt, 
the  Sanitary  Inspector.

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops.  In  May,  a visit  of 
inspection  was  made  to  a number  of  cowsheds  in  the  district  by 
a Committee  of  the  West  Hiding  County  Council,  who  were 
accompanied  on  their  visit  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council — 
Mr.  J.  Joyce,  J.P.,  the  Chairman  of  the  Sanitary  Committee-— 
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Mr.  A.  Hough,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Surveyor,  and 
the  Sanitary  Inspector.  As  a result  of  the  Committee’s  report, 
one  cowkeeper  was  struck  off  the  register,  and  another  was  asked 
to  show  cause  why  he  also  should  not  be  struck  off.

I 
found  two  cases  of  suspicious  udders  ; one  a cow  in  good 
condition,  the  owner  agreed  to  dispose  of  it  in  a little  time  ; the 
other  we  sent  a sample  of  milk  to  Wakefield. 

During  the  half-year  as  Veterinary  Inspector  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order  I have  taken  two  cows  out  of  your  district, 
one  giving  Tubercular  milk,  the  other  Tuberculous  Emaciation.

The  introduction  of  the  Meat  Regulations  in  April  has  been 
a very  definite  step  forward  in  the  right  direction.  While  all 
the  advantages  hoped  for  have  not  materialised,  owing  largely 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  concessions,  still  a great  deal  of 
improvement  has  been  made.

A great  improvement  has  been  made  to  both  the  Hoyland 
and  Hoyland  Common  Markets.  That  part  of  the  Hoyland 
Market  occupied  by  meat  stalls  has  been  paved,  and  the  stalls 
substantially  screened  and  covered  with  wood.  The  Hoyland 
Common  Market  Co.  have  screened  both  back  and  sides  with 
wood,  convenient  doors  to  the  stalls  being  provided.  I have  not 
yet  seen  any  other  similar  Market  so  improved  by  a willing 
attempt  to  comply  with  the  Meat  Regulations,  and  great  credit 
is  due  to  both  Market  Companies. 
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The  class  of  meat  in  the  district  has  improved,  and  though 
the  meat  condemned  is  much  more  than  in  previous  years,  this 
is  due  to  much  more  of  the  meat  having  been  inspected  than 
formerly  by  reason  of  the  known  time  of  killing  and  the 
retention  clause  in  the  Meat  Regulations. 


A large  number  of  technical  offences  against  the 
Regulations,  committed  following  their  introduction,  have  now 
largely  disappeared  as  a result  of  warnings. 

One  of  the  most  unsatisfactory  features  of  the  Regulations 
is  their  partial  sanction  of  killing  on  unlicensed  premises.  For 
some  time  following  the  Regulations,  persons  having  pigs  to 
kill  took  them  to  a slaughter-house,  but  on  getting  to  know  that 
they  were  allowed  to  kill  at  home  occasionally , continued  to  do 
so  as  before  with  the  result  that  from  April  1st,  1925,  to  31st 
December,  64  pigs  were  killed  on  premises  other  than  slaughter- 
houses and  not  licensed,  in  some  cases  the  conditions  being  far 
from  suitable  and  in  no  case  was  there  the  facilities  and 
conditions  such  as  are  required  of  a slaughter-house.  About  10 
of  the  pigs  killed  were  for  bacon.  In  this  respect  the  effect  of 
the  Regulations  has  been  retrograde. 

Obviously  the  Regulations  have  made  a tremendous  amount 
more  work,  both  clerical  and  in  meat  inspection,  but  on  the 
whole  have  justified  it. 


The  slaughter-houses  are  kept  clean  and  are  at  present  in 
a fair  condition  speaking  generally. 


Workshops.  The  Workshops  were  visited  during  the  year 
and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  except  in  a few  instances 
where  limewashing  was  required. 
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Disinfection.  After  ail  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease 
the  house  and  clothing  are  disinfected  as  required.  I have  also 
disinfected  at  any  premises  by  request  after  a death  from 
Cancer,  Tuberculosis,  etc.

Tents,  Vans,  Sheds,  etc.  During  the  year  a special 
inspection  was  made  of  all  the  tents,  vans,  sheds,  and  similar 
structures  in  the  district,  and  a special  report  thereon  submitted 
to  the  Council.

Unfit  Houses.  Little  has  been  done  in 

the  matter  of 

unfit  houses.  Inspections  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  and 
Housing  Acts  to  the  number  of  688  have  been  made  of  dwelling 
houses.  Five  houses  have  been  demolished,  three  closed 
permanently  as  dwelling  houses,  and  two  closed  indefinitely 
through  subsidence. 

The  main  reason  for  so  little  action  in  this  respect  is  the 
number  of  serious  cases  of  overcrowding  which  still  exist  in  the 
district.  The  Council  consider  it  their  first  duty  to  provide 
houses  to  relieve  this  congestion.  About  600  names  are  still 
down  on  the  waiting  list  for  houses. 

General  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the  trades  relative 
to  foodstuffs,  the  Meat  Regulations  and  the  Tuberculosis  Order 
of  1925  having  a big  effect  in  this  direction. 
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No  great  change  has  occurred  yet  in  the  methods  of  the 
milk  producer,  in  spite  of  constant  appeals,  though  there  is 
improvement  in  their  normal  methods.  Thus  no  farmer  has 
provided  special  overalls,  washing  facilities  and  up-to-date 
covered  milking  receptacles  for  the  milkers,  or  steam  for 
cleansing  same,  but  they  have  tried  to  maintain  a greater 
cleanliness.  A lot  remains  to  be  done,  however,  in  this 
direction. 

The  veterinary  inspection  of  cattle  twice  per  year  has  been 
carried  out,  and  the  class  of  milk  beasts  in  the  district  has 
proved  to  be  very  good.

Of  the  total  cost,  £310  was  spent  in  purchasing  a new 
30-cwt.  Refuse  Wagon,  and  £67  was  spent  on  alterations  to  the 
Destructor  as  part  of  the  improvement  of  the  Collection  and 
Disposal  Scheme.  These  costs  deducted  from  the  total  leave 
£2,274  7s.  lid.  for  actual  Collection  and  Disposal  costs. 

The  total  number  of  houses  in  the  district  in  1925  was 
3,380.  Therefore  taking  the  total  cost  of  Cleansing  for  the  year 
and  apportioning  it  per  house,  the  total  cost  per  house  was 
15s.  8d.  Taking  the  figures  for  actual  Collection  and  Disposal, 
the  cost  per  house  is  13s.  5d. 

General. 

Similar  information  as  is  given  in  this  year’s  Report  has 
not  been  recorded  for  previous  years,  hence  comparisons  are 
difficult  to  make.  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  a 
Survey  Report  however,  records  are  given  at  the  end  of  this 
Report  showing  what  has  been  done  during  the  last  five  years. 

Before  passing  on  from  the  records  of  1925,  some  comments 
are,  however,  necessary. 

In  the  first  place  it  will  be  noted  that  for  1924,  9,450  loads 
of  refuse  were  collected  and  removed,  as  against  8,262  for  the 
year  1925.  This  is  explained  by  the  difference  in  transport. 
Two  hor3es  and  carts  were  displaced  in  March,  1925,  by  the 
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30-cwt.  Dry  Refuse  Motor.  This  vehicle  removes  on  an  average 
in  one  load  what  is  equivalent  to  two-and-a-half  loads  by  the 
horses,  and  has  done  so  for  nine  months. 

An  increase  in  cost  is  shown  between  the  two  years  of  £248, 
but  actually  there  is  a decrease  of  £129  on  actual  working  costs 
after  allowing  the  £377  on  initial  cost  on  transport  and 
Destructor. 

Commencing  with  eight,  the  Trade  Refuse  list  has  increased 
to  twenty  subscribers,  from  whom  collection  is  made  twice  or 
three  times  per  week.  No  comparison  can  be  made  with 
previous  years,  as  Trade  Refuse  collection  only  commenced  on 
the  1st  January  this  year. 

Costings  for  Trade  Refuse  are  as  follows  : 

Expenditure  for  Bins,  Stencils,  etc.. ..£8  8s.  6d. 

Income  from  Subscribers  £19  12s.  6d. 

These  figures  are  included  in  the  cost  of  Cleansing  given. 
The  actual  Collection  has  formed  part  of  the  ordinary  routine 
work  and  has  been  done  without  increase  in  staff  or  transport. 
It  would  therefore  be  difficult  to  give  the  cost  of  labour  for 
Trade  Refuse  collection,  particularly  as  the  numbers  have 
continued  to  grow  throughout  the  year.  At  the  present  number 
of  twenty  users,  with  collection  on  two  or  three  days  per  week, 
an  approximate  estimate  would  be  that  the  labour  and  transport 
entailed  is  equivalent  to  the  use  of  the  Ford  Ton  Lorry,  driver 
and  one  man,  for  one  day  per  week.  The  bins  are,  of  course, 
the  property  of  the  Council.  No  one  trying  the  scheme  has 
withdrawn  from  it. 

During  the  year,  7,381  Ashpits  were  emptied.  This  figure 
is  interesting  as  indicating  the  improvements  in  Cleansing,  as 
the  number  is  higher  than  in  previous  years,  while  the  number 
of  Ashpits  has  been  reduced  through  conversions,  and  extra 
Ashbins  to  the  number  of  nearly  200  per  week  were  being 
emptied  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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The  Department  has  also  cut  and  carried  hay  from  the 
Cemetery,  Sewage  Works,  and  Platts  Common  Welfare  Fields 
as  last  year. 


Tne  alterations  to  the  Destructor  have  proved  highly 
successful.  The  drying  hearth  was  converted  into  a firing 
hearth,  galvanized  baskets  on  runners  being  fixed  under  each 
set  of  bars  for  the  fish  ofial  to  be  dried.  As  a result  more 
refuse  can  be  burned,  while  the  fish  offal  is  dried  without 
offence,  the  vapour  all  being  forced  to  pass  through  the  fire. 
This  latter  success  is  particularly  gratifying,  as  it  is  the  only 
place  to  the  knowledge  of  the  makers  of  the  Destructor  and 
myself  where  this  method  has  been  tried. 


Further  methods  of  refuse  disposal  are  under  consideration. 
Obviously  extra  expense  will  have  to  be  entailed  in  this  direction 
as  tipping  costs  nothing  in  “ £ s.  d.”  but  rent,  whilst  any  other 
method  involves  labour  and  plant.  Continued  tipping  cannot, 
however,  be  considered. 


I think  it  can  be  claimed  that  considerable  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  Cleansing  Department  and  a higher  standard 
of  efficiency  reached.  Great  credit  is  due  to  the  workmen  for 
the  magnificent  way  in  which  they  have  fallen  in  with  the 
newer  methods  of  collection,  for  obviously  a tremendous  amount 
more  work  is  being  done,  whilst  the  number  of  men  has 
remained  the  same.  There  is  room  for  still  more  progress  in 
both  collection  and  disposal,  and  no  effort  will  be  spared  to 
maintain  it.

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Infectious  Diseases  Generally.  You  will  notice  from  the 
following  tables  the  number  of  notifications  received  during  the 
past  five  years.  Last  year  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
and  Diphtheria  was  considerably  increased,  but  on  the  other 
hand,  we  had  eighteen  fewer  cases  of  Pneumonia,  and  also  a 
third  less  cases  of  Erysipelas.  The  increase  in  the  Scarlet 
Fever  occurred  simultaneously  with  an  epidemic  in  a 
neighbouring  district  and  may  thus  be  accounted  for.  Fifteen 
of  the  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  those  of  children  ten  years  of  age 
and  under.  The  supply  of  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  is  always 
available,  being  provided  by  the  Council  free  of  cost,  and  any 
medical  man  may  have  a supply  for  the  asking.  As  this 
remedy  is  most  successful  when  promptly  used,  I venture  to 
submit  that  in  doubtful  cases  it  would  be  better  to  give  an 
injection  of  serum  rather  than  wait  for  the  result  of  the 
examination  of  the  swab.

The  examination  of  pathological  and  bacteriological 
specimens  is  kindly  undertaken  by  the  County  Council,  but  I 
fear  not  as  much  use  has  been  made  of  this  facility  as  might 
have  been.  Our  arrangements  for  isolation  are  the  Fever 
Hospital  at  Barnsley,  to  which  w*e  are  joint  contributors,  and  in 
all  cases  notified  disinfection  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  his  staff  where  necessary. 

No  return  cases  or  carrier  cases  have  been  discovered. 

No  cases  of  Dysentery,  Malaria  or  Trench  Fever  w7ere 
notified  last  year,  or  previously  during  the  past  five  years,  with 
the  exception  of  one  case  of  Malaria  in  the  year  1922,  and  no 
cases  of  Small-Pox  have  occurred  for  many  years. 

No  use  has  been  made  of  the  tests  known  as  the  Schick  and 
Dick  tests  in  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  respectively,  or  of 
the  recently  developed  Artificial  Methods  of  immunization 
against  these  diseases. 

No  Primary  Vaccinations  nor  Re-Vaccinations  were 
performed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public 
Health  (Small-Pox  prevention)  Regulations  1917. 

No  facilities  are  available  in  the  area  for  the  cleansing 
and  disinfection  of  verminous  persons  and  their  belongings.  As 
mentioned  just  previously,  the  disinfection  of  premises  and 
articles  which  have  been  exposed  to  infection  is  carried  out  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  staff,  but  until  we  possess  a 
proper  steam  disinfector  this  method  cannot  be  looked  upon  as 
entirely  satisfactory. 

To  go  more  into  detail  : 

Scarlet  Fever.  You  will  see  from  the  notifications  that 
this  disease  was  prevalent  throughout  our  district  and  occasioned 
one  death.  The  notifications  in  St.  Peter’s  Ward  may  appear 
large,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  300  new  houses  in 
West  Street  are  really  in  that  Ward  and  so  counted  in  this  total. 
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Fifty-two  cases  were  sent  to  the  Fever  Hospital  and  nineteen 
nursed  at  home. 

Diphtheria.  We  had  21  cases  of  this  disease,  or  9 more 
than  the  previous  year.  Twenty  of  the  cases  were  sent  to  the 
Fever  Hospital  and  of  these  one  proved  fatal.  The  other  fatal 
case  being  a child  of  three,  nursed  at  home. 

Pneumonia.  We  had  56  cases  notified  in  the  year,  the 
smallest  number,  with  the  exception  of  1923,  during  the  past 
five  years.  As  you  will  see  from  the  Ward  totals,  they  were 
fairly  distributed  amongst  the  Wards,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Hoyland  Common  Ward,  where  only  four  cases  occurred,  in 
contrast  to  20,  18  and  14  in  the  other  three  Wards.  Whether 
it  is  the  higher  altitude  of  this  Ward,  or  the  difference  in 
diagnosis,  I do  not  venture  to  say.  One  baby  was  notified 
when  only  six  weeks  old,  thirteen  altogether  being  under  two 
years,  eight  of  the  latter  being  under  a year  old.  Of  the 
remainder  28  were  10  years  of  age  or  less,  making  a total  of  36 
children.  In  many  cases  the  services  of  the  District  Nurses 
have  proved  very  useful  and  it  would  be  a great  advantage  if  it 
were  more  widely  known  that  their  help  and  assistance  is  freely 
available  to  all  cases  of  a similar  nature. 

Enteric  Fever.  The  two  cases  notified  under  this  head 
were : first,  a case  of  Para-Typhoid  in  a boy  of  seven  years  of 
age,  who  had  rather  a protracted  illness,  being  detained  in  the 
hospital  for  three  months,  but  eventually  making  a good 
recovery  ; and  second,  a young  woman  of  24  years,  notified  as 
Enteric  Fever,  found  at  the  Fever  Hospital  to  be  mistaken 
diagnosis,  and  promptly  transferred  to  the  Beckett  Hospital. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica.  The  two  cases  of  this  disease 
notified  were  a woman  of  53  years  and  a baby  of  one  year,  and 
both  cases  proved  fatal.  You  will  notice  from  the  appended 
tables  that  seven  cases  altogether  have  been  notified  during  the 
past  five  years,  of  which  five  have  been  fatal. 
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Puerperal  Fever,  One  case  was  Puerperal  Fever,  the  young 
woman  making  a good  recovery ; and  the  other  of  the  two  cases 
notified  was  one  of  Puerperal  Sepsis,  she  also  making  a good 
recovery. 

Of  the  cases  of  infectious  disease  not  coming  under  the 
Notification  Act  the  most  prominent  appear  to  be  Influenza  and 
Whooping  Cough,  we  having  had  37  deaths  from  Influenza  and 
26  from  Whooping  Cough  in  the  past  five  years  and  no  year  has 
escaped  scot  free.  In  consequence  of  an  epidemic  of  these  two 
diseases  in  April  1921,  I advized  the  closing  of  the  Girls’  and 
Infants’  Departments  of  the  Elsecar  Church  of  England  Schools 
for  a period  of  3 weeks,  and  on  May  2nd  advized  the  closing  of 
the  Boys’  Department  of  the  same  Schools  for  the  same  reason 
and  the  same  time.  On  May  23rd  I advized  the  closing  of  the 
Infants’  Department  of  the  same  Schools  for  a further  period  of 
three  weeks  in  consequence  of  the  continued  pervalence  of 
Whooping  Cough.  During  that  year  we  had  the  unusually 
large  number  of  15  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough. 

Measles.  As  I have  previously  mentioned,  this  disease 
appears  to  visit  us  in  cycles,  and  we  had  a visitation  in  1923 
when  we  had  11  deaths.  In  consequence  of  this  epidemic  I 
advized  the  closing  of  the  Infants’  Department  of  the  Elsecar 
Church  of  England  Schools  for  a period  of  three  weeks,  and  on 
April  24th,  when  the  disease  had  meandered  up  to  Hoyland,  I 
advized  the  closing  of  the  Infants’  School  of  the  Church  of 
England  in  Market  Street.  A month  later,  on  May  28th,  when 
the  epidemic  had  reached  Hoyland  Common,  I advized  the 
closing  of  the  Infants’  Department  of  the  Council  Schools  there, 
after  which  we  had  no  further  trouble.  Many  people  have  not 
yet  come  to  recognize  the  seriousness  of  Measles,  from  which, 
at  times,  we  have  these  deaths,  but  on  the  other  hand  are  very 
much  more  afraid  of  Scarlet  Fever,  which  is  now  usually  a very 
mild  disease. 
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We  have  considerable  difficulty  in  getting  early  information 
of  these  non-notifiable  diseases,  but  the  School-Warden  is  very 
good  in  giving  me  any  information  which  he  thinks  may  be 
valuable.

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From  the  foregoing  table  you  will  observe  that  we  bad  44 
new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  in  the  year  1925, 
and  14  new  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  in  the  same  period.  This 
is  a decrease  of  20  on  the  year  1924  of  Pulmonary  cases,  which 
was  the  largest  number  notified  in  the  five  years.  One  old  man 
was  notified  when  75  years  of  age.  Needless  to  say,  he  didn’t 
live  long. 

The  treatment  of  these  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  is 
largely  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Council  through  their 
Dispensaries  and  Sanatoria.  Domiciliary  treatment  is  not  very 
satisfactory  in  many  of  the  cases,  as  it  is  very  unusual  for  a 
patient  to  obtain  a separate  bed,  and  a separate  bedroom  is 
practically  out  of  the  question. 

During  the  year  20  of  our  cases  wTere  admitted  to  various 
Sanitoria  and  22  cases  discharged. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925. 

Under  these  regulations,  on  hearing  of  a young  woman 
delivering  milk  for  a farmer,  who  I knew  had  been  notified  as 
suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  the  year  1914,  I gave 
her  notice  to  discontinue  her  occupation.  After  a week’s  time 
her  Doctor  received  an  intimation  from  the  Medical  Officer’s 
Department  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  to  the  effect 
that  she  was  not  now  suffering  from  any  active  form  of 
Tuberculosis  so  I gave  her  permission  to  resume  her  work. 

Public  Health  Act  1925,  Section  62. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  the  above 
section.

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In  all  these  cases  the  help  of  one  of  our  two  District  Nurses 
is  requisitioned  to  instruct  the  mother  how  to  carry  out  the 
treatment  prescribed,  and  also,  by  visiting  the  case  most  days,  to 
see  that  it  is  carried  out. 

During  the  year  we  celebrated  for  the  first  time  a “ Health 
Week  ” and  on  the  whole  I think  we  may  congratulate  ourselves 
that  we  achieved  a moderate  amount  of  success.  Owing  to  our 
inexperience  we  attempted  more  than  we  should  have  done  ; we 
had  too  many  meetings,  having  one  in  each  Ward  on  several 
nights,  and  in  consequence  it  was  a physical  impossibility  to 
attend  them  all  or  as  many  as  one  would  have  wished.  We 
were  very  kindly  assisted  as  Lecturers  by  several  eminent  Ladies 
and  Medical  Men.  I enjoyed  those  Lectures  I was  able  to 
attend  and  feel  that  some  good  may  have  been  done  by  our 
efforts  in  trying  to  arouse  the  personal  interest  of  the  people  in 
the  subject  of  Health,  both  personal  and  public. 

Finally,  I wish  to  thank  very  sincerely  both  our  Surveyor, 
Mr.  Shepherd,  and  our  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Skitt,  for  their 
invaluable  help,  willingly  given,  in  the  compilation  of  this 
report.  I have  also  to  thank  Colonel  Raley,  our  Clerk,  for  so 
kindly  furnishing  me  with  a copy  of  the  Council’s  Accounts 
for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1925.
